Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

One excision is required to reduce a scene consisting of a lengthy series of ejaculations. 

The scene is contrived to offer viewers sexual gratification from watching a spectacle that 
degrades and dehumanises the woman participant and women more generally. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Black Pipe Layers 5 (Disc One) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains the larger part of a feature devoted to explicit depictions of sexual 
activity. One excision is required to remove degrading and dehumanising material. The 
availability of such material aids in the formation and reinforcement of harmful and 
degrading attitudes to women. The availability of the DVD in this form is likely to be 
injurious to the public good. An excision was offered to remove the likelihood of injury 
and to make the DVD available to an adult audience. In this instance the distributor 
declined to make the required excision to the DVD. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in 
sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, given the nature of the 
material, this decision is reasonable and demonstrably justified. It reflects the concern of a 
free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that deal with matters of 
sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
